STOCKHOLM, Sweden—(UP)—The Newspaper Publishers’ 
Association yesterday banned an advertisement implying that 
Princess Elizabeth of Britain was indorsing a $7 imitation pearl 
choker with a money-back guarantee. 

The ad caused a brief diplomatic flurry. British Ambassa- 
dor Sir Harold Farquhar was so incensed he paid a personal 
call on the Swedish Foreign Office to demand that “under no 
circumstances will the advertisement be printed again.” 


The ad appeared Sunday in three of Sweden’s biggest papers. 
It showed the double-strand simulated pearl necklace called 
the “Princess Elizabeth pear] coliar,” priced at 35 kroner ($7). 


The ad did not specifically say, but the reader could infer 
this was the same necklace worn by the Princess, who was 
shown in the accompanying picture with her son, Prince 
Charles. 

“Get your ‘Princess Elizabeth’ today,” urged the ad. 

A jeweler said the strand of pearls Elizabeth customarily 
wears for gala occasions is valued at between $19,600 and

Why All the Tricky Rules? 


When Former Acting Gov. Thompson walked into the meeting of the State Democratic 


xecutive 


Committee at the State Capitol the other day, a delegate turned to a colleague and said: “Il wonder 


what M. E. is doing at this Talmadge meeting.” 

The State Democratic Executive Committee is 
supposed to be a Democratic group interested in 
accepting fees from any Democratic candidate 
and. permitting Georgia Democrats to pick— 
through a fair primary election—the candidate 
they want as their nominee. It isn’t supposed to 
be a Talmadge group, a Thompson group, an 
Arnall group, or a Rivers group. Idealistically it 
is supposed to be non-factional, just Democratic. 
Actually, it should hide its partisanship. 

The statement by the delegate, however, show- 
ed how the people have come to accept the State 
Democratic Executive Committee as the hand- 
picked group of the incumbent Governor. And, 
it might seem a bit bodacious for an administra- 
tion enemy to walk into a meeting of the ad- 
ministration’s close friends just like he had a 
right to do so. 


This attitude is not new—it was not in- 
vented by the present administration. As a 
matter of fact, when Gov. Arnall was Chief 
Executive, he had his Secretary, Miss Grace 
Cannington, named Secretary of the State 
Democratic Committee—and candidates wish. 
ing to run in the Democratic primary had 
to come to Arnall’s office and pay their fees. 
Some congressional committees have _ in- 
dorsed the incumbent, giving the amazing 
spectacle of a referee patting the cham- 
pion on the back and saying: “Boy, I hope 
you win tonight.” It is not new, but the 
present group of party leaders seem to be 
setting a new high in political scheming to 
rob the people of the right to vote and to 
by-pass the courts. | 


First, there was the secret plot to write-in 
Herman Talmadge’s name in the general election 
of 1946. Seeking the impossible white primary, 
the party leaders enacted primary laws into party 
rules with plans eventually to follow South Caro- 
lina’s example of abolishing the primary laws. 
They abandoned this idea when Federal Courts 
ruled that Negroes could vote in South Carolina, 
and when South Carolina’s unprotected primaries 
became filled with fraud. When Herman Tal- 
madge eventually became Governor in 1948, these 
party leaders pushed through the Legislature the 
so-called Voter Reregistration Bill designed to 
reduce the number of Negro votere—but which 
was resented so much by rural white persons 
who refused to go to the trouble to reregister 


that the Governor had the Legislature delay it 
until 1954. 

Following this same pattern of scheming, two 
“succession” measures were passed to prevent 
court tests of gubernatorial nominees, and to pre- 
vent the courts from reviewing the Legislature’s 
action on the general election. Then, without 
any warning whatever, bills were dropped into 
the hopper this year to set up an early primary— 
early enough to try to circumvent a Federal 
Court suit testing the county unit law, early 
enough to try to have the incumbent renominated 
before the opposition could unite, and early 
enough to try to have the incumbent renomi- 
nated before a financial] crisis might force a spe- 
cial tax session of the Legislature. Not done 
with schemes to circumvent the courts, the party 
leaders—on the eve of the Federal Court’s de- 
cision—tried to rig up the party rules so as to 
provide for a county system even should the 
courts outlaw it. 


There is nothing in the law to require the 
State Democratic Party to hold a primary at 
all. Why do the leaders go to all this trouble 
of setting tricky rales? Why don’t they just 
call a convention or mass meeting and nomi- 
nate their candidate and not be bothered 
with all the worry of involved scheming? 


Gov. Talmadge’s opposition seem to be aim- 
ing at this indefensible scheming of the leader- 
ship. Rep. John Greer, author of the Anti-Mask 
Bill, blasted the administration for its obvious 
friendship to the Klan. Then "Former Acting 
Gov. Thompson changed his 1948 campaign tac- 
tics and attacked the “political machine” for 
robbing the people of their freedom to vote, bear- 
ing down particularly on those hooded- night 
riders who worked on behalf of the machine in 
the 1948 primary.

Over Peace Treaty

WASHINGTON—An absolute deadiock on a vital issue of 
American policy has now developed between the State and De- 
fense Departments. The issue is whether or not to go ahead with 
a peace treaty for Japan—a decision which profoundly affects 
the whole range of American policy in Asia. 

The State Department is firmly convinced that an early 
peace treaty, whether with or without the concurrence of the 
Soviet Union, is essential. But the Pentagon has taken the stand 
that a peace treaty will undermine the American security position 
in the Far East. 

The inner history of the deddlock is interesting. As first re- 
ported in this space, Secretary of State Dean Acheson agreed 
with British Foreign Secretary Ernest Bevin, on Bevin’s September 
visit to Washington, that a peace treaty for Japan was long overdue. 


Acheson agreed to have a draft proposal for a peace treaty 
worked out, and delivered to the British for discussion with the 
Commonwealth countries at the recent Colombo conference. A 
proposal was drafted, but it was never delivered to the British. 


The Pentagon intervened. ) 

Task What the State Department proposed—and still proposes 
—is roughly as follows: First, diplomatic means would 

be used to reach agreement with the pro-Western majority of the 

Far Eastern Commission—no easy task, since Australia and the 

Philippines particularly fear Japanese industrial and commercial 

revival, without which an independent Japan could not survive. 


With this hurdle surmounted, the second step would be an in- 
vitation to the Soviet Union—and to Communist China if a ma- 
jority of the Far Eastern Commission had recognized the new 
regime, as is likely—to a peace treaty conference. If the Soviets 
refused, the conterence would be convened anyway. If they ac- 
cepted, they could be outvoted on the vetoless ‘council. Finally, 
as a condition of the treaty, a lateral agreement, would be worked 
out with the Japanese, providing for the retention of American 
bases on the islands. 


This proposal was referred to the Defense Department last 
November, and drew a prompt dissent from the Undersecretary of 


War Tracy Voorhees, who is in charge of occupied areas. The Joint’ 


Chiefs of Staff subsequently supported Voorhees, on security 
grounds. 


Objection The basic Pentagon objection is that American bases 
. would commit the United States to the defense of 
Japan in case of war, and within the limits of American military 
strength imposed by Defense Secretary Louis Johnson, Japan could 
not be defended against a major assault Yet this logic is difficult 
to follow, simply because even now the American occupation troops 
could not possibly defend Japan against an all-out assault, as Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur is fully aware. 


Moreover, MacArthur himself has supported the State De- 
partment position, first to Voorhees on his trip to Japan last De- 
cember, then to the joint chiefs in February, and more recently 
to Far Eastern Division Chief Walton Butterworth. Yet the Penta- 
gon has refused to budge. 


The danger is obvious. The Soviet Union could at the very least 
now deeply embarrass the United States by calling for a Japanese 
treaty conference, while the United States has neither agreement 
with its Allies, nor agreement within the American Government. 
The long-term danger is perhaps greater. For the longer it con- 
tinues, the more surely the American occupation of Japan, with 
its violent social, economic and racial strains, play directly into 


Communist hands. 

, ‘ Indeed, the danger ‘is now so acute, that the 
Ambassador State Department is even seriously considering 
the appointment of a special official of high rank—the name of 
Gen. Walter Bedell Smith has been mentioned— to deal with the 
problem. This official would act as a-sort of Ambassador-extraor- 
dinary, not only to our Allies on the Far Eastern Commission, but 
also to the Pentagon. This in itself is an interesting commentary on 
the relations between the State and Defense Departments. 


There is still some hope that the deadlock can be broken with- 
out resorting to any such extraordinary device. But the signs now 
are that the dispute will have to be referred, still unresoived, to 
the National Security Council, and from the Council to the Presi- 
dent. It will then be up to Truman to break the log jam one 
way or another. The record suggests that when the chips are down, 
Truman will back Acheson and the State Department. At any 
rate, the log jam must be broken soon. For until there is agree- 
ment on Japan, there can be little hope for a strong, effective 
American’ policy anywhere in Asia.

Jessup in the ‘Torture Chamber’ 


WASHINGTON—Diplomats are supposed to be able to take care of them- 
selves, but I still couldn’t help feeling sorry for Prof. Philip C. Jessup, our Am- 


bassador-at-large. 


The professor, you may remember, was in Europe a couple of 


weeks back attending to his ambassadoring when Sen. Joseph R. McCarthy, Re- 
3 publican, Wisconsin, charged that he had an unusual affinity for Communist causes. 
Prof. Jessup almost blew his top (in a scholarly way, that is) and grabbed the first flying machine 


home. 

So the Senate Foreign Relations Subcommit- 
tee sat him down in a large red leather chair, 
while the movie men, functioning like so many 
OGPU secret agents in a Soviet torture cham- 
ber, focused their spotlight in his eyes. 


Prof. Jessup blinked behind his steel- 
rimtied eyeglasses; the lights were so bril- 
lant he couldn’t even see Sen. McCarthy 
glaring at him from a seat in the midst of 
a row of senatorial wives. The professor 
had his own troubles reading the print of his 
typed statement. 


He was an elderly citizen with tousled gray 
hair, which apparently at some previous date 
had been parted in the middle; his nose was 


- pink and pointed, his suit of blue serge fitted him 


none too well, and his cravat (a black one with 
nondescript spots) looked like the kind head- 
waiters in toney restaurants lend to tieless pa- 
trons. To glance at him you’d never guess that 
he was a full-fledged ambassador. 

He said at some length that he was not a 
Communist, ‘or even a pinko, and that his record 
proved it. Nobody ever attacked him before, 
he continued, except Izvestia, the Moscow maga- 
zine. And by using the kind of logic favored 
by McCarthy, he said, he almost could presume 
that the latter’s charges were Communuist-in- 
spired. 

McCarthy smiled at that not-so-diplomatic wit- 
ticism. But the professor was just getting a good 
start. He said the Senator was irresponsible and, 
when he said it, he shouted it. 


“Sen. McCarthy’s charges and _ insinua- 
tions are not only false, but utterly irre- 


sponsible, and the circumstances reveal a 
shocking disregard for the interests of our 
country,” he roared. Moisture glistened 
bluish in the klieg light shining on his upper 
lip. 


The Senator, who had accused him of being 
a pal of the paler Reds, by now was poker- 
faced; he busily jotted down notes. 
ly Prof. Jessup had finished his defense, ap- 
plause—mostly from ladies in the rear—echoed 
through the white marble chamber. Sen. Mil- 
lard F. Tydings, Democrat, Maryland, the Chair- 
man, banked his gavel and suggested that the 
audience sit on its hands. 


The professor, still batting his eyelashes into 
those infernal lights, lit a cigarette and took a 
deep drag. His hands trembled when he put his 
match in the ash tray. And now I don’t know 
what to think. 

He made an excellent witness in his own be- 
half. The Republicans charged that they couldn’t 
question him properly because they still hadn’t 
seen the State Department’s secret files on his 
activities. The Democrats congratulated him on 
what they called the way he vindicated himself, 
and Sen.

They Just Softened Him Up 


These commentaries have dealt of late with the business career of Jimmy, the 
eaglet of the Roosevelt dynasty, who wants to be Governor of California and, in a 
campaign speech, defied Pegler to prove that he ever sold any “political insurance.” 
The following is further information to the point: 
a David A. Smart, of Chicago, the principal owner of Esquire-Coronet publica- 
tions, was a young fellow from the wrong side of the tracks who suddenly was invited to spend a 
night in the White House and was so dazed by the honor that reason tottered under the spell, and 
he loosely gave up $75,000 as a loan to Jimmy, to square up Jimmy’s alimony troubles with his first 


wife, the former Betsy Cushing. 


Advancing his candidacy for the Governor- 
ship, Roosevelt said: “No man ever had better 
training than I had from my father and mother,” 


It certainly is true that no man ever had 
more thorough training in the sordid finan- 
cial exploitation of public office for the profit 
of the officeholder’s family. Not only Jimmy 

’ gnd his brother, Elliott, but their unblushing 
mother, the Empress Eleanor, wrung out 
every possible dollar of personal gravy and 
the mother, whose example Jimmy points to 
with questionable pride, even exploited the 
State Department and the Treasury to build 
up her price as a radio performer. 


To return to and stick to the case of Dave 
Smart, which would have been unbelievably low 
at any time-in American history before the Roose- 
velt regime corrupted the ethics of public life: 

Mr. Smart bought through Jimmy’s firm, 
Roosevelt & Sargent, three life insurance policies 
in favor of his company for a total of $375,000. 
He says he also loaned $75,000 to Jimmy, through 
Sargent. He said he knew the money was for 
Jimmy but he thought that he couldn’t get due 
process against him in the courts, whereas against 
Sargent: he would have some chance at least. 
Therefore, he insisted that Sargent sign the note. 
This was a demand note, but Smart says the un- 
derstanding was for three months. When that 
period was up, he started needling Sargent. He 
says he finally got the money, although the record 
of certain official hearings of the Securities and 
Exchange Commission has Smart giving testimony 
that the money never came back and that he 
never expected it back. That record deals with 
a jiggle in Smart’s stock as a consequence of 
which, eventually, Smart got a suspended sen- 
tence of two years and two years’ probation and 
was fined $10,000. 

“T have only met Jimmy twice in my life,” 
Smart said, “once that night at the White House 
I met him 
first on the telephone. The phone said ‘This is 
the White House calling.’ Imagine how I felt. 
I said nothing. I gulped four or five times and 
asked if some one was kidding. It was James 
Roosevelt. He said ‘Call me by my first name’.” 

“Did you go to the White House the next day 
er how soon?” 

“Oh, it was within a short time—a few days.” 

Did he meet the Roosevelt family? 

“Sure, I met the family—all of them. We 
drank coffee out of those big mugs, the biggest 
I ever saw except under a bed.” 


Did he meet President Roosevelt? 

“Sure,” Smart said. “The old man came roll- 
ing in, I mean in his wheelchair, in the hallway 
of the White House. We came to attention like 
they do when they said ‘The President of the 
United States’.” 


“Was this before or after you did business 
with Jimmy?” 

“Yes, before either the policies or the loan. I 
couldn’t sleep that night. Funny when you pro- 
ject your mind back and realize what suckers 
we were. That night in the White House I re- 
member what a thrill] it was to go over to the 
desk, take some White House stationery and 
write my mother a letter. I felt that her son had 
arrived. I wrote four or five letters on White 
House stationery.

I told Smart that in the hearing records of 
the SEC he was quoted as saying he never 
got the $75,000 back. That he is alleged to 
have said he put the money in Sargent’s 
hands so that Sargent could make a busi- 
ness investment for him (Smart) and that 
the investment had turned out badly. 


_“T may have said that in the hearing,” Smart 
said. “I was excited and nervous. Sargent said 
Jimmy was going to get it from the old lady. 
Sargent said Jimmy was getting a divorce. He 
said he wanted it for three months. I could 
have it right back.” 

Did Mr. Smart meet Eleanor during that over- 
night visit to the White House? 

“I met her that morning at breakfast where 
we drank coffee out of those cups,” he said. 
“They didn’t know who I was and cared less. 
I was just another sucker. They gave me the 
regular treatment and softened me up.”

Meal planning is to foods what costume designing is 
to fabrics. A fabric may be beautiful of itself, but until 
the designer has cut and draped and fashioned it into a 


garment, it is of little value. 


Finally, the garment itself

So it is with foods. Only when 
the creative hand of the cook 
has fashioned them into attrac- 
tive dishes do they become wuse- 
ful.

Someone is bound to bring up the subject of competition, which 
is the leitmotif of poor Alice Richard’s misery and they will lament 
that no one undertook to develop her sense of accomplishment to 
balance the more obvious blandishments of her charming sister.

The neighbors’ boys on one side are athletic and natural leaders 
and they always win while the poor duckling on the other side 
of the street .. . well, he’s nothing but a bookworm and a weak- 
ling besides. The fact that he is more thoughtful and kinder has 
no consideration whatever in our standards of competitive success. 

All games are played to “win.” Good sportsmanship is 

a vaunted quality developed in the wry, salty business of 

losing, or harder still, absorbed in the vainglory of triumph. 

. Those who have stood by and observed children quietly say 
they are not born with this desire to be better than their friends— 
to excel, but that it is a fever whipped by ambitious elders to make 
them strive their utmost in the tough battles of life.
